BKIT1SU MUfcilLUM. 


The penis of the iMnrlborougli uollcution 
cquifcd by tho British Museum at there- 


ecut sale :ui) now on view in tho gold-or- 
namuut room. Atpruscut tho exhibition 
is only temporary, but oven so,

tiuient to show that, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, tho iimsonm has scoured tho lin- 
es t and most conspicuous gems of iluib 
famous cabinet. Among thoao which be- 
long to the Homan age is a magniticcni, 
sardoiyx cnuico 8^f indies by ti iuchea. 
Third in sixc among existing cameos, It is 
at tho same time a splendid example of 
those combined effects of rich color and 
ich material which tliu oldgem-engraveri 
sought alter with ao much success, utilis- 
ing in tlio caao of portraits Iho nearest 
layer of a broivn sard for tho hair, cut- 
ting it down to the next layer ol while 
onyx for the flesh, ami again penetrating 
down to a ilaikcr stratum of sard for the 
background.

The rtsult appeals in a stiiliiug manner 


to tlio sense of opulence. The design is 
two busts confronted, apparently repre- 
senting* a Roman emperor and empress in 
the character of Isis and Jupiter Aimnon. 
Jt lias bccu conjectured that tbo person- 
ages thus idealized aro Julian the. Apos- 
tate and Helena, but whether the coins 
ou which Julian and Helena appear aa 
lais anil Hcrapis are suHicient to establish 
iheir identity in tiie cameo remains to bu 
seen. The likeness of Helena would per- 
haps pass on the evidence of the coins, 
bin Julian is uncertain. Next in si?.o. but 
in some respects Jiner as a worlt of art, is 
a chalcedony i-epre-e-uling tiie apothounis 
of Trajan's sister Marciana, ivlio in the 
character of Juno is being conveyed on 
Hit: back of a peacock tu Hie abode of tbo 
gods. Thirdly, there 
is an extremely 


beautiful sardouyx cameo of Agrippina 
the elder in an exquisite setting of tlio 
(Jinqiie-ccnto period;.and, fourth ly, ac.am- 
eo of tho Emperor Claudius in sardonyx 
not to be compared with the gems jusjj 
described, but still a tine .specimen and 
nob unimportant in vioiv of tho scarcity 
of aueiunt. cameos yf this size.
